1 A PAIR OF EARLY Bow ts of deep shape, with everted rims, superbly decorated 
with Immortals riding on cranes, fish, log rafts and clouds, above a border of pao 
shan hai shui, the interior plain except for a medallion in the centre, 52in.; Yuan 
Ming Dynasty 2 


2 AN EARLY VASE of baluster shape with double tubular handles, painted with 
a hut hur wen design round the body and stiff leaves on the neck, 53n., excavated, 
Sung/Yuan Dynasty ; and a Bottle with slightly flared neck, decorated in inky tone 
with kylins playing with brocade balls, the neck with bamboo and prunus, 7}in., 
mark Ta Ming nien tsao within a rectangle 2 


3 A Bowl, painted in the interior with rocks jutting out from the sea, the moon 
and Dipper in the sky, the exterior with cloud bands, fret, dragons, hare and other 
symbolic motifs in the upper row and in a lower row ling chih fungus, flowers, pao shan 
hat shui and a wagtail-like bird, 5in., mark Hstian Té nien chih; and another later 
Bowl with birds and flowers in a panoramic landscape round the exterior, 5400. ; 
Ming Dynasty ; wood stand 3 


4 A syMBOLIC Bow1, boldly painted on the exterior with a dragon and a 
phoenix among cloud bands, the interior with a carp jumping up a waterfall symbolic 


of Perseverance, 8}7n., 16th Century ; and another Bowl, painted in bright blue, with 
cormorants, ducks and aquatic plants, 8}. ; end Ming Dynasty 2

mark of Chia Ching; a primitive Bowl probably excavated, 447m. ; and another, 
with a shua wa wa subject, 43in. ; Ming Dynasty ; wood stand 4 


7 A Lotus Dtsu, with petal moulding, decorated in the centre with a character 
medallion, the exterior with alternate characters and flower sprays in hexagonal 
_ panels, probably Sanscrit invocations, 81in., six-character mark of Chia Ching ; 
Ming Dynasty

9 A RARE Bowl1, boldly decorated with two sprays of tree peony, each with a 
bird perched on one of the boughs, within blue line borders, a flower spray in the 
interior, 437n., six-character mark of Lung Ch’ing (1567-1572) and period; Ming 
Dynasty 


10 A SMALL BOTTLE of pear shape, finely drawn with a scrolling lotus pattern 
below stiff leaves, 4477., mark Ch’éng Hua; another small Bottle, with a somewhat 
_ similar design and silver and metal mounts, 57. ; a small Bowl with powder blue 
decoration, 2477. ; and another with the Three Friends on the exterior, plain interior,

11 A VASE of hua shth porcelain and baluster shape, decorated in bright blue, 
with peonies and butterflies, 5477. ; a pegmatite Beehive Water-pot, with shan shut, 
24in. ; a small egg-shell Cup ; a fluted Cup ; a set of seven small Plates ; and another 
set of six small Plates with lady and Chinese boy, later to become ‘‘ Jumping Boy 
Pattern,” of the Bow, Worcester and Liverpool factories, 4:”., Ch’éng Hua mark ;
